Exploring the universe costly

WASHINGTON — Ifthe United States carries out 
its vision of exploring the universe, a space shuttle will 
be lost and astronauts may well die within the next 
decade, Congress was warned in a report released 


Wednesday. 


“Tf the United States wishes to send people into space 
ona routine basis, the nation will have to accept the risks 
these activities entail,” said the study by the congres- 
sional Office of Technology Assessment. “If such risks 
are perceived to be too high, the nation may decide to 
reduce its emphasis on placing humans in space.” 

Rep. Bill Nelson, D-Fla., chairman of the House Space 
Science Subcommittee, told a news conference the coun- 
try must not forget going into space is a risky business. 

“Were there to be another major disaster it would 
certainly shake the confidence of the American people,” 
said Nelson, who has flown in space himself. 

“That was one of the ill-served byproducts of the ex- 
traordinary success of the space shuttle for 24 flights in 

which it became so routine in the mind of the American 
people — it was almost like getting into your car and 
taking a Sunday afternoon drive — when in fact it’s 


anything but that,” he said. 


Nelson was a passenger on Columbia as it made the last 


shuttle flight before a fireball engulfed Challenger in 1986 
with a loss of seven lives.

Hatch co-sponsoring | 
amendment to protect 
the stars and stripes

Sen. Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, is co- 
sponsoring an amendment to the con- 
stitution that would make it unconsti- 
tutional to burn America’s stars and 
stripes. 

Hatch has co-sponsored the consti- 
tutional amendment proposed by 
President Bush that would prohibit 
the physical desecration of the flag. 
The flag is “the one symbol that unites 


avery diverse people in a way nothing . 


else can,” said Hatch. 

“Despite our differences of party, 
politics, philosophy, religion, ethnic 
background, economic status, social 
status or geographic region, the flag 
forms a unique, common bond among 
us,” he said. 

A criticism of the proposed anti- 
flag-burning amendment is it takes 
away the individual’s First Amend- 
ment right to free speech. 


Hatch, however, rejects the criti- : 


cism that an anti-flag-burning amend- 
ment, would undereut the First 
Amendment’s guarantee of free 
speech. That right, he argued, “has 
never been deemed absolute.” 

To undo the recent U.S. Supreme 
Court decision on flag burning, the 
Congress will have to do something 
beyond legislation, said Hatch. It 
must pass a constitutional amend- 
ment. 

“It is unsound to try to overturn a 
Supreme Court interpretation by 
statute,” said Hatch Tuesday during 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
meeting where the issue of flag burn- 
ing was discussed. 

“An amendment,” he said, “is the 
safest, surest and most permanent 
way of achieving the protection of the 
Hag! 

A constitutional amendment re- 
quires a two-thirds vote of approval 
by Congress and ratification by three- 
quarters of the states. 

Hatch has removed his support of 
an anti-flag burning bill co-sponsored 








by himself and Sen. Joseph R. Biden, ° 
D-Del. The bill called for a complete 
ban on flag burning, even as a means 
of disposal for soiled or worn flags. 

If the bill was. made a law, Hatch 
said the anti-flag-burning legislation 
would very likely be challenged on 
constitutional grounds. He said the 
bill would be “extremely risky” in 
terms of surviving such a court test. 

In a hearing Wednesday before the 
8rd Circuit Judge Floyd Gowans in 
Salt Lake City, decorated Vietnam 
veteran Dale Harrison Osborne, 56, 
plead innocent to charges he as- 
saulted a man who burned an Ameri- 
can flag. 

Gowans scheduled a trial for Os- 
borne on Aug. 24, where he will be 
tried on misdemeanor charges of as- 
sault and possession of a deadly 
weapon with intent to assault. 

Osborne is accused of entering the 
apartment of Grant Sperry, 26, and 
attacking him the night of July 18. 

Sperry, a former University of 
Utah student body officer, was fea- 
tured in a July 3 newspaper pho- 
tograph that showed him and others 
burning a flag in celebration of the 
recent U.S. Supreme Court decision. 
that upheld flag-burning as a pro- 
tected expression of free speech. 

The defendant then made threats 
and began slapping Sperry, according 
to police and court reports. Friends of 
Sperry called the police who arrived 
within minutes and found a loaded 
gun in Osborne’s pants. Osborne later 
told police he had planned to shoot 
Sperry but had changed his mind. ° 

A Navy Commander, Osborne was 
flying a reconnaissance mission over 
North Vietnam in September 1968, 
when his A-4 Skyhawk was struck by 
anti-aircraft fire. 

He ejected out of the cockpit and 
landed in the jungle, severely break- 
ing his lower right arm, which re- 
mains badly crippled. 

The Vietnamese left him for dead 
several times before placing him in 
the “Hanoi Hilton,” a POW camp 
notorious for its abuse of prisoners.

Polish parliament elects prime minister 


WARSAW, Poland — The communist-led coalition overcame internal rifts 
Wednesday to elect Poland’s interior minister, Gen. Czeslaw Kiszezak, as 
prime minister, securing the Communist Party’s control of the government. 

Kiszezak said his first priority would be to provide food to the nation, which 
was reeling from price increases of up to 300 percent that took effect Tuesday. 
Many store shelves were empty because consumers stocked up on supplies 
before the prices went up. 

Kiszezak has been head of the nation’s powerful police force the past eight 
years and was:a leading enforcer of the 1981 martial-law crackdown on the 
Solidarity trade union. 

Parliament elected him 237-173, with 10 abstentions. He needed 211 votes. 

“The most urgent task today is the problem of feeding the nation and fillin 
empty shelves,” Kiszcezak said on the evening news. 

“As chief of the government, I will devote my whole effort to that.” 

Kiszcezak’s candidacy appeared threatened Tuesday, when some deputies of 
the Communist-allied Peasants Party threatened to withdraw their support. 
Communist officials persuaded them to vote for Kiszezak. 

The communist coalition holds a 299-161 majority in Parliament, but the 
communists themselves hold only 173 seats. The Peasants. and Democratic 
Parties hold the rest in the coalition. 


South African protest campaign begins 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa — More than 200 blacks and Asians were 
treated at whites-only hospitals Wednesday as the anti-apartheid movement 
launched its most ambitious civil disobedience campaign in nearly 30 years. 

Patients ranging from babies to grandmothers in wheelchairs were admit- 
ted for treatment, most of them at hospitals in Durban and Johannesburg. 

Hospital officials, trying to avoid confrontations, did not turn away anyone 
who appeared in genuine need of medical care. 

“We see the campaign today as a major victory,” said Murphy Morobe, a 
leader of the Mass Democratic Movement, a loosely organized coalition of 
anti-apartheid groups that arranged the protests. 

The government claims the campaign is part of an effort to violently disrupt 
the Sept. 6 elections for the tricameral parliament which has separate cham- 
bers for whites, Asians and people of mixed race, and excludes the 28 million 
black majority. 


Former U of U student gets 6 years 


SALT LAKE CITY — A former University of Utah student indicted on 
drug charges with several former members of the Ute football team has been 
sentenced to six years in a minimum-security institution in California. 

Samuel A. Simmons, 19, appeared Wednesday before U.S. District Judge 
David K. Winder, who reduced a year from the sentence for time Simmons has 
already served. 

Simmons had been indicted a year ago on charges of conspiracy to distribute 
cocaine, distribution of a controlled substance to a person under 21, possession 
with intent to distribute cocaine and using or carrying a firearm in the course 
of drug trafficking. 

The firearm and cocaine possession count were dropped in return for Sim- 
mons’ cooperation in giving prosecutors certain information, on which Assis- 
tant U.S. Attorney Heather Nelson did not elaborate. 

Winder agreed to allow Simmons to serve the sentence in Southern Califor- 
nia where the defendant’s parents and family live. Before sentencing, the 
judge considered additional penalties for a failure to appear count and a charge 
of obstruction of the administration of justice. 


Traders scheme, skim profits, dodge IRS 


CHICAGO — Federal indictments announced Wednesday charged 46 
people with hundreds of counts of illegal trading schemes and tax fraud 
following an undercover investigation at the nation’s two largest futures 
exchanges. 

The 2 '/2-year federal investigation at both the Chicago Board of Trade and 
the Chicago Mercantile Exchange resulted in allegations that traders system- 
atically conspired with one another to skim profits from customers’ accounts, 
and often tried to hide the profits from the Internal Revenue Service. 

“The activity uncovered at these exchanges — the largest of their type in 
the world — cannot be tolerated,” U.S. Attorney General Dick Thornburgh 
said at a news conference announcing the charges. ; 

U.S. Attorney Anton Valukas said traders broke the law and the rules 
governing business at the exchanged by ‘arranging ‘deals with’one another 
before and after the pits were open for trading. 


Attorneys withdraw from homicide case 


OGDEN — Attorneys for an Ogden man charged with capital homicide in 
the death of an 11-year-old girl have withdrawn from the case because of their 
associations with Weber County Attorney Reed Richards. 

John Caine and Bernard Allen were replaced Wednesday as counsel for John 
Albert Taylor, 30, after asking 2nd District Judge David E. Roth to excuse 
them to avoid a possible conflict of interest. 

Caine said he is a former law partner of Richards, whois personally handling 
the prosecution of Taylor. Allen is the county attorney’s first cousin. 

Taylor is charged with first-degree murder in the sexual assault and stran- 
gulation death of Charla N. King, whose body was found in a bedroom of her 
Washington Terrace apartment by her mother on June.23. 

If convicted, Taylor faces a penalty of death or life in prison. 

During Wednesday’s proceedings, Roth set a trial date of Nov. 27 and 
approved the appointment of Layton lawyer Don Redd and Ogden public 
defender Martin Gravis as Taylor’s new counsel.

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Libertarians 
want changes 
in liquor laws

The Utah Libertarian Party 
will fight a state task force’s pro- 
posed state liquor laws, prefer- 
ring changes in more alcohol-con- 
trol responsibility on the drinkers 
themselves. 

“The party considers the pro- 
posals (of the Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Review Task Force) an 
insult to: responsible alcohol 
users, and a giant step in the 
wrong direction for Utah’s tourist 
industry,” said Bob Waldrop, 
party spokesman. 

“The state has been pushing to 
get the Winter Olympics held in 
Utah but these backward liquor 
laws will reinforce every negative 
comment a tourist has heard 
about Utah’s liquor policy. If this 
legislation goes through, a visitor 
to Utah will be hard pressed to 
find a place to enjoy a drink,” said 
the Libertarian Party Chairman 
Doug Jones. - 

In a prepared statement, Wal- 
drop said the task force’s July 12 
eport “gives not one recommen- 
dation to control, help or regulate 
the (alcohol) abuser.” 

Instead, the panel’s proposals 
“take a shotgun approach to ev- 
ery person who chooses to use al-_ 
cohol in the state, including the 
great majority who use alcohol 
responsibly,” Waldrop said. 

Banning so-called “brown bag- 
ging,” the practice of drinkers’ 
bringing their own liquor into 
bars and restaurants, “ignores 
the real cause ... of general un- 
availability. of liquor by the 
drink,” Waldrop said. 

“The stance of the Libertarian 
Party is clear. We support laws 
which require individuals to be 
responsible for the harm they do 
to others. We oppose all laws 
which substitute bureaucratic 
meddling for good judgment,” 
Waldrop said. _ 

Waldrop said the Libertarian 
Party will campaign for alterna- 
tive measures to the task force’s 
proposals, such as deregulation of 
taxicabs. 



































































Inmates refuse haircuts; 
ACLU files civil lawsuit

The American Civil Liberties 


Union has filed suit in-U.S. District 


Court against the Utah State Prison 
and the Department of Corrections on 
behalf of two Native American in- 
mates who refused to cut their hair 
for religious reasons. 

The suit states that inmate 
Matthew Hanson and ex-inmate 
Larry McCook were “locked down” in 
punitive isolation and denied access to 
other religious activities. 

Kevin Anderson, consulting attor- 
ney for the ACLU, said the Depart- 
ment of Corrections has reversed an 
agreement made in July of 1986 that 
allowed inmates to have long hair. 

Michele Parish-Pixler, executive 
director of the Utah ACLU, said 
“Two years ago there was an agree- 
ment to grant an exemption for hair 
cuts to whom it posed religious prob- 
lems. In December, inmates were dis- 
ciplined for having long hair.” | 

According to The Associated 
Press, Scott McAllister, Corrections 
Inspector General, said long hair is 
prohibited in order to prevent contra- 
band from being hidden in the hair 
and to prevent the inmate from dras- 
tically altering his appearance.

Development of Utah Lake 
may require private funding

State Prison caseworker Ron Wolford, Andrews also said 
he did not feel he deserved to be executed for the torture- . 


slayings of three people. 


On Monday, state prosecutors filed a transcript of the 
interview with the Utah Board of Pardons. The panel has 
rescheduled Andrews’ commutation hearing to Aug. 10-11 
to give a federal judge more time to consider two appeals. 
Andrews, 34, of Joneboro, La., is sentenced to die by
